Alberta Amateur Art Clubs, under the 
supervision of Mr. H. Wohlfarth, Department of Extension, University of 
Alberta, have contributed vrorks from various centres. 

The works exhibited in the two shows cover a variety of subject 
matter, with good attempts at the classic figure. In this phase of 
visual representation the figure retains a realistic fora, revealing a 
good sensitivity of observation and interpretation,■without the 
complexities of a thorough knowledge of anatomy. 

Color, rendering and texture vary considerably among the group. 

The exhibition, as a whole, reveals an enthusiastic interest and an 
honesty towards the medium used - mainly oil on masonite. It is a 
show well worth exhibiting throughout the province and one to arouse 
discussion groups.

Oil and water¬ 
colour, with an intersection of other media, adds variety. The 
handling of each is capable and presents an exhibition to be 
viewed as individual works. The technical skill employed by 
each artist is well worthy of close scrutiny, a freedom of. 
brush handling brings a sparkling surface texture into the over¬ 
all design. Each work remains on its own and can only be termed 
as individual pieces. 

"Heavy Snow" by Mildred Newell, while in the realm of real¬ 
ism, possesses an abstract quality, making it a rhythm of design. 
Paint texture in this painting and that of J.G. Sinclair's "In 
The Rapids", liven the canvas surface and emphasize the emotional 
quality of the work. 


The experienced viewer and painting enthusiast can gain much 
from the vitality and variety the exhibition offers. It is a show 
to stimulate the painter and promote group discussion and is rec¬ 
ommended to clubs or organizations who have viewed exhibitions in 
the past.
